Increased business was enjoyed 
by both the suppliers of units, parts 
and accessories to the car and 
truck manufacturers for original 
equipment and of parts, accessories 
and garage repair equipment to the 
trade. The business of member 
wholesalers in the association also 
forged ahead. 

There has been a consistent gain 
in the parts industry since the first | 
of the year, from the low levels | 
reached in the closing months of 
1929. Operations are, of course, still 
running below the same period last 
year ; 

The grand index of shipments for 
all groups of -nanufacturer mem- 
bers reporting their figures to the 
association in April stood at 163 
per cent. of the January, 1925, base 
index of 100, as compared with 155 
in March, 138 in February and 254 
in April a year ago. 

Reports by divisions of member 
manufacturers’ business in April 
follow: 

Parts accessory makers selling 
their products to the car and truck 
makers for original equipment made 
shipments aggregating 175 per cent. 
af the January, 1925, base index, as 
compared with 167 in March, 141 in 
February and 287 in April last year. 

Shipments to the trade by makers 
of service parts were 150 per cent. 
of the January, 1925, base as com- 
pared with 139 in March, 131 in 
February and 174 in April, 1929. 

Accessory shipments to the trade 
in April were 74 per cent. of the 
1925 base figure, as compared with 
67 in March, 66 in February and 91 
in April last year. 

Service equipment shipments, that 
is, repair shop machinery and tools, | 
in April were 180 per cent. of the | 
1925 base, as compared with 175 in| 
March, 151 in February and 227 in 
April a year ago. 

Aggregate sales of the group of |

OUTPUT IN 1930 EXPECTED 
TO BE AT LEAST 4,300,000 


EW YORK, May 23.—Production of motor vehicles by 
American manufacturers 
4,300,000 if the law of averages holds good, according to! 
statistics compiled by the Automotive Daily News. 


This figure constitutes o conserva-® 
tive estimate of the 1930 output, 
most forecasts, both in the industry | 
and out, placing the total at around 
4.500,000. Ernst & Ernst, nationally | 
known firm of accountants, yester- 
day issued an estimate placing the 
1930 output at between 4,500,000 and 
4,750,000. 

The 4,300,000 estimate was 
reached by the Automotive Daily 
News through a study of the pro- 
duction for the first four months of 
1930, as compared with that for the | 
similar period in the preceding | 
three years. | 

In 1929 the production of | 

2,210,000 motor vehicles in the 

first four months constituted 39 
per cent. of the total output of 
5,621,000 for the entire year. This | 
was far from a normal year, how- | 
ever, and to figure that the output | 
of the first four months this year | 
of 1,537,000 would eventually | 
represent 39 per cent. of the total |

Report Discovering New, 


Powerful Gasoline Blend 


Tulsa, Okla. May 23.—Discov- 
ery of a more powerful gasoline, 
a blend especially for automobiles, 
as announced yesterday at the 
Natural Gasoline Association's an- 
nual convention. 

The mixture restores what the 
motorist likes to call “the old-fash- 
ioned goodness” in gasoline, by 
which he means quick, easy starting 
in cold weather. It is described also 
as adding power which the “old- 
time” gasoline never had and as in- 
creasing the available gasoline sup- 
ply. 

The blending formula is a gift to 
the petroleum industry, in the form 
of Bulletin No. 14 from the Depart- 
ment of Engineering Research of 
the University of Michigan. It is 


non-commercial, any one who wishes 
being free to use it. 

The development was sponsored 
by the Natural Gasoline Association 
of America and was done under 
direction of George Granger Brown, 
| professor of chemical engineering 
and director of research for the as- 
| Sociation. He presented yesterday 
the final result of work which be- 
gan four years ago. 
| He said that his findings would 
| enable oil refiners to produce gaso- 
; line not only especially adapted to 
the modern automobile, but also 
| particularly fitted for all ranges of 
|temperature encountered in the 
| United States. He explained that 
he restored to gasoline two ingredi- 
|ents which have been largely re- 
| moved in recent years by the meth- 
ods of production and refining.

F there is one thing that seems certain on the economic 
horizon at the present writing, it is that the automotive 
industry is going to have one of its most productive and) 
prosperous years in 1931. The domestic delay in buying, 
the cumulative shortages that are developing, virtually 
assure a magnificent market in 1931 and we believe even 
before that calendar period. 

With this situation obvious, we have been wondering 
jnternally and editorially whether the advent of renewed 
prosperity next year was going to induce the return of vari- 
ous conditions in the industry that have been regretted by | 
far-sighted men for a long time. When it becomes perfectly | 
apparent that 1931 is to be a year of great prosperity, are | 
some manufacturers going to return to old habits of loading | 
flealers with the maximum quotas that their territories can 
possibly assimilate? 

With such thoughts in mind we approached one of the 
real leaders in the automotive industry, a man whose con- 
structive ideas have had a great deal to do with our past 
buccess. We asked him the question point blank, and from 
his answer we gathered a definite assurance that we shall | 
have no return of reckless disregard of economic laws. 

“There will be no resurrection of the old trouble of 
overloading dealers, for three reasons, any one of which is 
sufficient,” said this industria] leader. 

“In the first place the manufacturers, even those who| 
have done so in the past, are not going to ov erload dealers, | 
because they have had a drastic lesson in what that practice | 
ultimately means. They have found that it ultimately hits | 
their own balance sheets. Furthermore, dealers are too} 
valuable today to be played fast and loose with, as has some- | 
times been done in the past. 

“In the second place the deaiers would not stand for | 
overloading, if the manufacturers wanted to attempt it. | 
They too have learned a lesson. Most of them feel that it! 
would be easier to give up a dealership in the first place, | 
than to accept an over-optimistic view of their territories’ | 
ability to absorb and end the year in the debit column, or | 
perhaps in bankruptcy. The industry will probably continue | 
to use the quota system of apportioning dealers’ share of the | 
production, but, hereafter, the retail merchants are going | 
to demand and get a share in setting their own quotas. 

“In the third place, if the manufacturers were tempted | 
to forget the lesson they have been given and -the dealers | 
weakly yielded to demands that they overload, the bankers 
would refuse to permit them to carry more units than the) 
obvious absorptive ability of their territories. The bankers 
are playing a more and more important role in the activities 
of this automotive industry. The bankers, too, have learned 
a lesson from past experiences and any man who ever has 
asked a loan from a banker knows that these gentlemen, | 
whatever their failings, seldom forget a lesson. From now 
on, it is going to be the hand of the banker which grips the 
Jever of this automotive industrial machine. 

“If there is one thing we can say with certainty about 
the future of the automotive industry, it is that the good old 
days when a manufacturer loaded on freight cars the great- 
est number of units that any dealer could be expected to get 
rid of by any system of economic hocus-pocus and then wired 
the dealer: ‘So many units on such and such a railway,
